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5. A predecessor organization of the present West German 
Intelligence Service reported on 12 January 1950 that one Ladialaua 
B3ZEHYI, bom k Hay 1912 in Tmuesvar, Hungary, had been dropped 
without prejudice by the predecessor organisation* KSZfiHYI vas 
dropped by the organisation because of his immigration to the 
United States. 

6 . Among refugee groups, denunciations of one faction by 
another are ccneoa. This situation occured in the case of Lasslo 
33ZKBYI. A Hungarian refugee, whose reliability Is unknown, stated 
on lb April 1950 that K8ZBNYI, former captain of the General Staff 
of the Bulgarian Army and propaganda chief for the Nazi orientated 
Minister of War, SZAIASI, was considered by Source to be one of the 
"subversive elements" in the Bulgarian national Council. 

7* Another such denunciation was made in a report dated 9 No- 
vember 1931 by another Hungarian refugee, whose reliability cannot 
be Judged. Source stated that IaszIo B3ZBHTI, former General Staff 
captain in the Hungarian Army, fled Hungary In 19^5 and appeared in 
Munich, Germany, In 19b6 as a co-worker of one Dezso STERN, the semi- 
official representative of the post-var Hungarian Camaunlst Govern- 
ment. Source further stated that E3ZSNTC had failed in an attempt 
to Immigrate to the Ubited States in 19bd because of a denunciation 
which alleged Convunlst intelligence activities by K37JSBYI. 

3. According to information contained In a report dated 7 Sep- 
tember 19b9 from a reliable source. Subject was a member of a prede- 
cessor organization of the present Vest German Intelligence Service, 
but he resigned on 20 July 19 U 9 because he was soon to go to the 
Uhited States under International Refugee Organization sponsorship. 
Subject was considered by the predecessor organization of the West 
German Intelligence Service to be anti-Coemamlat . However, accord- 
ing to Source, Subject was once considered suspect because, up to 
January 19by, ho was in touch with the Hungarian Restitution Cosalt- 
tee In Germany. Subject dropped these contacts when he became con- 
vinced that Hungarian property reclaimed in Germany did not go for 
the national Interests of the Hungarian State, but that it went in- 
stead to the credit of the current (Coaeunist) Hungarian regime. 
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
